Already in 1935 and 1936, Fedor Hodza, at the time Prime Minis- 
ter of Gzechoslonrakia, detenalnedly advanced the Idea of a Danubian Federa- 
tion, but without success. In 1947, it was none other tiKm Dlmitroff v«io 
published his opinion of the necessity of a new Donauland. At that time, 
Diialtroff’s idea t-bs categorically turned dotm by Moscow. The time had not 
yet come, espeealUy since Hungary and Czechoslovakia lere at that time still 
democratic coimtries. However, now, since the introduction of dictatorship 
in Hungary in 1947 and in Czechoslovakia in February, 1948, the situation has 
completely changed. How all satellite states sb 100 percent obedient to 
Moscowj a Danubian Federation, of high economic value and at the same time 
complotaly enslaved by Moscoi^, is without doubt a wonderful tool in the 
of the Gominform, 

The possible reasons for Moscow’s approval of this new Union are numeioua. 

The establishment of an economically prosperous and mutually complementary 
entity, tBuld, if necessary, also form a counterweight against the 16 States 
in the Marshall Plan. The Danubian Federation ^jould also include obstinate 
but Communist Yugoslavia and some common economic and at the satna time poli- 
tical controlling body of the Danubian federation trauld certainly often get 
an opportunity to outvote Yugoslavia and be able sloxdy to force her, by 
various means, to become once more obedient to Moscow. Although Poland 
be a member of the Danubian Federation, no provisions have been made for the 
Inel’sion of Austria. Opinions are split on this matter, but it is certain 
that Moscow rdll retain a free hand to exart econwiic pressure on Austria 
and disrupt her.
